“ This estimate was arrived at by 
taking $20,000 as the total earnings 
of an uneducated laborer over a 40- 
year-period and $40,000 as the totaL 
earnings of the high school graduate 
who had spent 12 years in school of 
approximately 180 
days each 
in 
tra ilin g ”, he continued. The gain 
in wages, $20,000, was due to these 
2,160 days of school, representing a 
value of $9.25 a day while the 
in­ 
struction lasted. 
“ The annual net profits of Geor­ 
gia farmers without any schooling 
were found to average 
$240 
an­ 
nually while those who had common 
school education 
earned 
$565.50; 
high school graduates $664.50, and 
those who had completed an agri­ 
cultural college course earned $1,- 
254. Those who had taken only 
a 
short «curse earned $895.95, or 
al­ 
most three times as much as those 
with no education at all. 
“ In Indiana, Illinois, Iowa 
and 
K lisas, the surveys showed 
again 
that the men 
receiving the 
best 
training made the largest incomes 
in both the 
owner 
and 
tenant 
groups. 


These facts should have 
some 
weight in determining 
the 
course 
pursued 
by the young man 
who 
plans to make farming a life work. 
Of course, there is not the 
pre­ 
judice against colleges seeking 
to 
train men to become farmers, that 
there once was. It is not so 
long 
ago that farm schools were 
ridi­ 
culed and the old-fashioned farmer 
would take none pi their advice. But 
this opposition is being worn down, 
largely due to the results that the 
schools have shown in the men they 
have turned out. 
There is no earthly reason why a 
man should not study to grow plants 
and raise livestock, any more 
than 
he should study to be a physiean, or 
a lawyer or a dentist, or to prepare 
for any other profession. Naturally, 
experience in invaluable and must 
be had, but it is almost useless if 
its possessor does not know 
how 
to apply it.

* * charge of relief in the M issis­ 
sippi valley is Henry M. Baker, 
national director of disaster relief 
for the American Red Cross. 
At relief headquarters in Mem­ 
phis. Baker is directing m ovem ent 
of flood refugee« to safe territory, 
housing them in tent cities and 
seeing 
that 
they 
receive 
food, 
clothing and m edical care. 
This is by far the biggest job 
Baker 
or 
the 
Red 
Cross 
ever 
tackled, but Baker has had more 
experience at this sort of thing 
than any other American. 
Since 
he joined the Red Cross force he 
has personally directed relief op­ 
erations in more than 140 stricken 
com m unities and adm inistered to­ 
tal relief funds of $10,000,000. 
He has held his present job since 
19 22. 
He was educated in Aus­ 
tralia, worked his way through a 
university and did post-graduate 
work in' social econom y at the 
University of M issouri and the St. 
Louis Sohool of Social Economy, 
entering Red Cross work in the 
old southw estern division in 1919. 
He is 44 years old. 
“The annual M ississippi floods 
are the big river problem of the 
United States," Baker remarked 
in private conversation shortly be­ 
fore this year’s floods began. 
“W ith know ledge of this fact 
and through co-operation w ith the 
governm ent and the w eather bu­ 
reau, w e- are able to save any 
num ber of lives by w arning peo­ 
ple in sections about to be flooded. 


H ow W arnings Go Out 
“ W eather bureaus all along the 
river telephone to the St. Louis 
bureau as the river rises each day. 
The St. Louis bureau is then able 
to draw its deductions. 


“We know that a norm al rise 
of three feet In 24 hours at Cairo, 
111., 
w ill 
mean so m any 
acres 
flooded along the low er M issis­ 
sippi. 
“The Red Cross then w ires tho 
danger zones so that people can 
get out of the bottom lands. 
We 
are able to give 4 8 hours notice 
on possible floods. 
This system of 
co-operation has been working for 
five years." 
Soon after Baker spoke, the 
Red Cross was doing this very 
sam e thing and preparing to cope 
with its major peacetim e job. 
Baker told of levees 50 feet 
high at New Orleans, built in five 
tiers. 
Thousands of persons, he 
said, 
lived 
between 
the 
tiers, 
where the land is very fertile be­ 
cause of river silt. 
“ Red Cross officials watch the 
newspapers for storm news," he 
explained. “Suppose they get word 
that a hurricane is com ing up 
from the Carribean sea to hit the 
Texas coast tom orrow afternoon.* 
Im m ediately it w ires its chapters 
to 
m obilize 
canteens, 
doctors,, 
nurses and various facilities. 
“In 1921 woru ot a possible 
hurricane w as flashed to the Tex-^ 
as coast. 
The word ‘m obilize’ w as, 
wired to Red Cross headquarters 
in each tow n and to the com ­ 
mander of the Eighth arm y corps 
area at San Antonio. 
Supplies,* 
including 
rolling 
kitchens 
and 
first aid m aterials, were prepared 
for rem oval to storm areas w ithin 
a 100-m ile radius. 
“The hurricane failed to arrive. 
But a flood struck San Antonio 
next day and the preparations for 
hurricane aid were used for flood 
relief. 
The flood w as due to an 
unpredicted cloudburst 50 to 100 
m iles away w hich caused a w all 
of water to sweep oVer the tow n/*

Report Last Year Showed 1328 and 


Steady Gain is Noted in Reports 


of Past Few Years 


A net gain of 24 is revealed in 


:he annual school enumeration for 
the city of Bushville, according to 
the report filed today by Mrs. Allie 
Aldridge, who represented the city 
school board in obtaining the re- 
quired data. - 


Her figures show 1,350 
persons 


living in Busbville April 10th, who 
were between the ages of 6 and 21, 
lie ages upon which the school en- 
umeration is based, and upon which 
the city receives their share in the 
distribution of the state school fund. 


Last year the report showed 1,326 


and the gain of 24 this year is re- 
garded encouraging. The total 
for 


ihe county will be announced as 
soon as all of the reports have been 
received at the office of County Sn-' 
perintendent B. D. Farthing, 
township reports arc compiled 
the trustees.' 


by 


Her report this year in Bushville 


shows 689 white males and \ 661 
white females, and also 30 colored 
males and 24 colored females, all 
of school age. The enumeration is 
based on two reports, due to 
the 


fact, of congressional lines. Morgan 
and Fifth streets are the 
dividing 


lines for the township congressional 
lines. Township 14 has 945 children 
of school age and township 13, has 
405 children. 'Both townships are in 
range 10. 


There are 263 children in Bush- 


ville between the ages of 14 and 16, 
according to the report of Mrs. Al- 
lie Aldridge. Those attending school 
are 603 males and 620 females, mak- 
ing a total of 1,223 in school. 


In addition there are 82 boys em- 


ployed and 41 girls who are em- 
ployed, and not attending school. 
Her" report shows that 30 boys and 
24 girls are neither employed or in 
school, and may include those who 
have graduated but are 
still 
of 


school age. 


Her report also shows that when 


the enumeration was taken, in April, 
that 32 of the children had recently 
become six years old, and are not 
in school, but will start next fall. 
There are 30 pupils of school age 
attending college, 
but 
because 


they hav« not reached 21 years of 
age, they are still counted as being 
of school age, and the city receives 
their share from the tax 
distribu- 


tion.
